Today , June 14th is the 127th anni­ 
versary of the birth of “ Old G lory .“ 
For more than a century and a quarter 
this flag lias trium phantly floated in 
honor—a beautiful token of perfect 
liberty . 
It lias never been borne on an op 
pressive mission, nor ever lowered in 
disgrace. 
It was conceived through the wed­ 
lock of States; born in the travail of 
W ar; nourished 
in 
the cradle of 
Liberty ; 
and, 
gathering 
strength 
through the y ears 
of a century or 
more, has reached the splendid stature 
of its prime that measures favorably 
w ith any figure in the group 
of 
Nations. 
There is, perhaps, no inanimate ob­ 
ject on the face of the globe, with 
more expressive life, than the 
Flag 
of our Country . 
It seems to be elo­ 
quent in an universal language all 
may understand. 
| When it spreads its folds of red and 
white and blue, rippling in sunlight, 
it betokens 
victory , dignity , 
joy , 
power and command; when it droops, 
it sy mbols compassion and sorrow ; 
and, draped over the casket of its pro­ 
tector and defender, it means regard 
and history —a becoming shroud for 
the soldier dead. 
The flag is the signal of protection; 
whether against foreign or domestic 
foe, the invader or law breaker, the 
revolutionist, socialist or anarchist; 
it is a sign the Nation has set up, 
proclaiming freedom to aT, protection 
and humanity . 
Betsy 
Ross 
of 
Philadelphia, a 
y oung widow, made the first flag. 
It 
came about in this m anner: 
When Washington wanted a sample 
flag made, Betsy Ross was recom­ 
mended by Hon. George Ross. 
Wash­ 
ington was visiting John Hancock, 
who was suffering “ a severe fit of the 
gout,“ and could not- accompany his 
distinguished 
guest. 
Directed 
by 
Colonel Ross, a short walk 
brought 
Washington and Morris to the uphol­ 
stery shop. 
Imagine Betsy ’s surprise 
at the entrance of 'G eneral Washing­ 
ton and Robert Morris. 
Her uncle 
pleasantly explained the purpose of 
their visit. 
As they wished to avoid 
publicity , she invited them into her 
little back parlor. 
They asked her 
if sho could make a flue* 
She re­ 
plied: “ I don’t know, b ut! will try .“ 
Washington 
then drew from his 
pocket a small paper w ith a hurried 
pencil sketch, showing the outlines 
of the flag of thirteen stripes w ith a 
field 
dotted 
w ith 
thirteen stars. 
Betsy noticed the stars as drawn by 
Washington had six points, and she 
suggested that they have only five. 
He admitted that she was correct but 
lie preferred a star that would not be 
an exact copy of his eoat-of-arms. 
He 
supposed a six-pointed star could be 
made more 
easily . 
Betsy replied, 
“ nothing was easier 
if 
one 
only 
knew how ,“ and quickly folding a 
piece of paper, w ith one clip of her 
scissors display ed a perfectly formed 
•five-pointed star. 
This 
point 
was 
then y ielded in her favor and the de­ 
sign redrawn. 
She was left to make 
the sample flag according to her own 
ideas of 
proportion. 
It 
was soon 
completed, accepted by the committee 
and adopted by congress June 14ht, 
1777. 
In May, 1777, congress drew 
an order on the treasury to pay Betsy 
Ross £ 14 12s 2d (in our money about 
$70.48) for flags for the fleet in the 
Dele ware 
river. 
She soon received

the contract to make all the govern­ 
ment flags, and held it many y ears; 
her daughter, Mrs. Clarissa Wilson, 
continued the business until 1857. 
The W. R. C. have as a part of

8t. Petersburg, June 14.—No Infor­ 
mation has reached the general staff 
regarding the reported ambushing of 
Russians at Pulan Tien as the result 
of which they were alleged to have 
lost 800 men. 
The only thing of the 
least significance in this connection is 
a short dispatch received from Major 
General Karkovitch, which was sent 
on June 12, the day the battle is said 
to have occurred. General Karkovitch 
does not mention the Pulan Tien fight, 
of which the authorities presume he 
would have heard had it occurred. 
His dispatch only covered events up 
to the preceding day . 
General news from the southern part 
of the Liao Tung peninsula is of the 
scantiest, and, in tue absence of offi­ 
cial news, the officials here are not in­ 
clined to speculate as to the situation. 
Nothing further has.been heard from 
Port Arthur. 
The reports of continuous skirm ish­ 
ing along the railroad south of Vafan- 
dien are taken to show that the Cos­ 
sacks are keeping the Japanese busy 
In protecting their rear. 
While heavy 
fighting is not regarded as being im­ 
minent. a more or less severe brush 
with the enemy is likely at any time. 


NAVAL OPERATIONS 


Admiral Togo Makes a Report on Re­ 
cent Activities. 
Tokio, June 14.—A long report has 
been received here from Admiral Togo 
in which he covers the operations of 
the fleet since June 6 and repeats his 
former account of the bombardment of 
the west coast of the Liao Tung penin­ 
sula. 
Continuing, the admiral say s 
that the captain of a foreign vessel 
that left Yinkow on Wednesday , June 
8, reports that the recent Japanese 
bombardment In the vicinity of 
Kai- 
ping, south of New Chwang, caused 
Russian forces to the number of 3,000, 
with twenty guns, to evacuate Yinkow. 
Two men were taken prisoners by the 
Japanese while on their way Into port 
to report that two Russian regim ents 
num bering in all about 5.000 men, ar­ 
rived recently at Manchaltn, Vafan- 
gow and Vafangtien. 
The prisoners 
say that large numbers of Russian 
troops are coming south from Ukden 
every day . 
On Wednesday , June 
8, a 
detachm ent o* the fleet bombarded and 
dispersed two companies of Russian 
troops who were on Kaiping peninsula. 
On Friday another detachm ent of 
the fleet bombarded the enemy for 
two hours near Ying Chin Tsu and 
Tsan Tia Kao, Inflicting much damage 
upon them. 
Another detachm ent of the Japanese 
fleet, according to Admiral Togo's re­ 
port, discovered four Russian torpedo 
boat destroy ers in Talienwan hay near 
Shoaplng and drove them back to Port 
Arthur. 
Thirty floating miues have 
been found and destroy ed. 
Some of 
these destroy ed were drifting into Pe* 
chili gulf. In conclusion Admiral Togo 
say s a dense fog which prevailed for 
several day s has finally cleared away .

Chicago shall retain his position at the 
head of the state cential committee, 
or whether he shall b 
3 deposed and his 
power given to Millard Dunlap, Theo­ 
dore Nelson and other men, all of 
whom are actively working to promote 
the interests of Mr. Hearst. 
The fight opened on the question of 
a selection of a temporary chairman 
of the convention. It is construed by 
the Hopkins people that the state com­ 
mittee has the . power under a pro­ 
vision of the party constitution to 
name the temporary chairman. 
This 
constitution and the particular plank 
in which the Hopkins people take such 
pride, were written by the men who 
are now managing the Hearst move­ 
ment, when they were in control of the 
party machinery several y ears ago. 
They claim now, however, that the 
convention is sovereign in itself. And 
that the plank was not Intended for 
any such use as that to wThich the 
Hopkins people now desire to put it. 
The attitude of a large number of the 
delegates is an unknown quantity , 
even to the managers of both sides In 
the fight. 
The primaries were held 
May 6, and now both sides admit that 
they are not certain of the exact num­ 
ber of men they can control.
